BIG GAME HUNTING. 
THE PRINCE OF WALES IN INDIA. 
India, official 


as hosts, only by the Indian 
nobles who are ip this respect no whit be- 
hind. This is scarcely surprising, for 
India is a paradise of ; big game 
shooting, pig-sticking, ag and racing 
being foremost of them all. Therefore 
when the Prince of Wales arrived in 
India in November, 1921, all classes vied 
with one another in producing for, him 
all that Was best in the country. Thus 
the members of the Royal party had 
opportunities for studying in the compass 
of a few months the varied obtain- 
able hnder such favourable conditions as 
are not likely to recur for another genera- | 
tion. 

The task of recording this side of the 
tour was taken by Mr. B. C. Ellison, 
who was attached to the Royal party as 
naturalist. In ‘‘H.R.H. the Prince of 
Wales’ Sport in India’’ he not only gives 
the history of the sporting side of the 
tour, but adds some interesting informa- 
tion regarding the more important great 
game which was shot. The account is not 
strictly chronological, for each different 
sport is trea separately, a method 
which improves the narrative and is very 
helpful for the pur of reference. Big 
game shooting is dealt with first, and 
the book opens with the visit to the 
i gles of Nepal in the foothills of the 

imalayas, where, owing to the density 
of the und.rgrowth, the shooting is from 
elephants. The game on this shoot were 
chiefly tiger, rhinoceros—the large total 


| of ten being bagged—bear and rd. 


The method of ringing tigers which was 
used is peculiar to Nepal, and consists in 
the patch of cover where the tiger has 
been marked being surrounded by a wide 
circle of elephants, the circle being con- 
tracted until the game is forced to charge 
the line. The first tiger bagged like this 
was shot by the Prince himself, and 
proved to be the third largest obtained 
during the tour, measuring 9’ 3°’ from 
tip to tip. In regard te the vexed ques- 
tion of size, measurements were always 
taken ‘‘ between pegs”? and with the 
greatest care. 

Several good specimens of rhinoceros 
were shot, but unfortunately, owing to the 
difficulties of the.pountry, they had to he 
cut up on the spot and brought into camp 
in sections, and so no measurements could 
be taken. As a matter of fact, two, al- 


| though killed, were not found for several 


weeks, by which time they were too de- 
composed to be worth touching. There 
are some excellent photographs of thea 
animals in their wild state supplied 5y 
General Sir Kiasar, the Maharaja's thir? 
son. 

In Mysore, besides big game the Prince 
had some excellent sport with Mahseer, 
the noble Indian ‘‘ salmon,”’ and also wit- 
nessed Keddah operations. The whole 
subject of elephant catching is dealt with 
later on at some length, and a very un- 
pleasant impression is left by the account 
of the cruelties which often accompany 
these operations, particularly when they 
are farmed out to natives. Although 
several outspoken reports of distinguished 
British officials have gone a long way to 
better the conditions, there still seems to 
be room for improvement by stricter Go- 
vernment ‘supervision. 

In Gwalior some of the best sport was 
obtained, the Prince bagging four tigers, 
one of them with a very fine long shot, 
while there was smal! game shooting in 
the smaller states of Rajputana. When, 
however, the chapter on pig-sticking—the 
greatest. of all sports—is sated the 
Prince is seen at his best, full of boyish 
keenness, with, at the same time, outstand.- 
ing stamina and grit: The story of the 
pig which he rode and killed with one 
s - mary feat for a novice 
—ranks, equal with his victory in the 
Kadir Cup, as the most exciting episode 
in the tour. No more fitting tribute to 
the fine personal qualities of His Royal 
Highness could be given than this ‘book, 
and no sportman’s library is complete 
without it.

BARDIC LOVE SONGS. 

Last week we reviewed the collected 
poems of Seumas MacCuarta, the chief 
of the Northern Gaelic poets of the 
eighteenth century. It is regrettable that 
Professor O’Rahilly’s new book was not 
in our hands in time to permit a com- 
parison. Here are collected twenty-three 
l6ve poems in the bardic metres by aris- 
tocratic poets of the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth centuries—one poet a Prince of 
Tirconail]l, another (?) a Manxman, 
another a Fermanagh bard who was 
educated in Munster, and a fourth one 
who participated in the “ Contention of 
the Bards.’’ 

A new, light is thrown on Irish literary 
history by Professor O’Rahilly’s work, 
He shows us the classical Gaelic verse as 
the medium, not of ceremonial laments. 
made to order, but of gay or impassioned 
personal poetry. These poems belong to 
the cult of the amour courtois of the age 
in which they were made. 

Strange and delightful it is to find the 
stately metre called rannuigheacht mhór 
used in the first poem as the setting of a 
poem .inscribed, centuries ago, in a book 
sent to the poet’s lady. We venture to 
translate— 

_ Aoibhinn, a leabhráin, do thriall, 
Delightful is thy journey, © little book, to the 
maiden of the curling locks; would that thou wast 
in my plight of pain and 1 going in thy place. 
Little book, it is well for thee, travelling to 
where my love abides: the mouth blood red and the 
fair teeth, thou shalt see. 

Thou shalt see the grey eye; thou shalt see the 
wentle hand: thou shalt be—as 1 shall not, alas !|— 
hear unto that fair besom. 

Thou shalt see the slender form and the fair, 
free bright bosom, and the glowing cheek—ah! 
which 1 saw in a dream last night 

Some of these poems open with lines 
that burn themselves into the memory 
like the Elizabethan song: ‘ His golden 
locks time hath to silver turned.’’ We 
find herein the pure metal of poetry. 
‘‘Seachnatdh sitl ni nach faíceann” (a 
proverbial auusion) is such a line, and 
so, too, ' Goirt anocht dereadh mo sgéai,”’ 
which begins a poem made by the 
Northern Prince in his poetic protesta- 
tions—about as sincere as most of their 
kind, no doubt—and his “ Croidhe lán.” 
One curious poem is in the mouth of a 
lover who finds his lady married against 
her will to a stranger, and we may 
imagine the bard within some chieftain's 
house— 

An ocluine mé, a mhacaoimh mnd-? 

Do you hear me, © lady-youth $—Taik not with 
me now: © dear one of beloved, golden, fine- 
haired tresses, trust not the envious listeners. 
Cease from speech; avoid me; whit yet a while; 
behold, around us !—go from me; touch me not; 
the time will come for our converse, 

Little cause cause enough for calumny. 
Beware—give not excuse for accusation. Sit not 
ne anear me—see you not those who regard

In that poem there is a suggestion of a 
hidden story which gives it a lively 
human appeal. It enables us to see the 
lords and ladies of the castles of old days 
in a new and vivid fashion. §8o, too, a 
poem, which is the last we may render 
from Professor O’Rahilly’s fascinating 
book, has dramatic suggestion in its 
setting—

BOLSHEVIST LITERATURE. 

A collection of short stories lies before 
us which is of curious interest, altogether 
apart trom its story value. It is not the 
reader of fiction who will find most in 
these pages, but the student of literature 
anxious to learn something of the inte}- 
lectual development of Soviet Russia. 
Nine writers, who have risen since the 
Revolution, are represented in these stark, 
powerful, shocking tales.. Here are flam- 
ing pictures of Russia’s agony—accounts 
of terror and counter-terror written by 
men who have seen blood flow and houses 
burn. The tales are well-written; we are 
astonished by their firm ‘‘ grip”’ and 
neatness of construction. Yet we suspect 
propaganda in some of these accounts of 
horrid doings, and we confess to a distaste 


separable from pictures of Russian life, 
revolution or no revolution. 

Thete is an interesting introduction by 
a Russian-American critic who tells how 
the older writers fell silent as the Revolu- 
tion blotted out the Russia they knew. 
Most of them were against the Bolsheviks, 
but a few went with them ; neither.group, 
however, found any place in the new 
Russia, and literature started afresh with 
the savagely-daring writers whose tales 
are now set before us to fill us with in- 
terest and bewilderment.

APPEAL DISMISSED. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE

Richard Maher and others, the appeal brought 
by the defendants from a judgment of Mr.

The defendant, in evidence, stated that 
about June or July, 1924, he was in London 
buying gramophones from a German firm, for 
which he was the wholesale representative in 
Ireland for gramophones.

He received an invoice from 
the consignors in respect of thirteen cases of 
gramophones, and sent a man down to look 
after them. He got an invoice on October 7 
for the gramophone parts, but had not the 
slightest. idea that they were contained in 
the thirteer cases.

Mr. Cussen said that he was satisfied that 
there was no mala-fide attempt at conceal- 
ment on the part of Mr. Marks in respect of 
the gramophone parts, and that Mr. Marks 
was not aware that they were in the thirteen 
cases.

The British Navy. 

The long-drawn-out crisis concerning 
the naval programme of His Majesty's 
Government has been solved at last. In 
the House of Commons yesterday the 
Prime Minister announced that a com- 
promise had been reached, and apparently 
everybody now is satisfied. The history 
of the crisis is interesting. Some time 
ago it became evident that the Admiralty 
and the Treasury were at loggerheads in 
regard to the demands of the former for 
new cruisers. Mr. Bridgeman, First Lord 
of the Admiralty, insisted that seven new 
cruisers must be built during the next 
two years. He asked for four during the 
present financial year and three during 
1926-1927, and was supported strongly by 
the whole Admiralty Board, of which 
Earl Beatty is First Sea Lord. The 
Treasury, on the other hand, refused to 
sanction the expenditure which such a 
programme. would involve. Mr. Winston 
CLurchill, anxious to enforce economy in 
every possible direction, declared that he 


than two cruisers late in the present 
financial year and two, or possibly three, 
next vear, Thus a deadlock was created. 
The Admiralty was supported by the so- 
called “die-hard "’ group in the Cabinet— 
in other words, by the Conservatives 
pur sang. Mr. Churchill counted the 
Earl of Birkeuhead and some of the 
younger men among his followers, The 
Prime. Minister, determined at all costs 
to preserve the unity of the Cabinet and 
of the Conservative Party, occupied a 
position mid-way between the two ¢con- 
tending groups. Matters reached such a 
pitch that Mr. Bridgeman actually 
tendered his resignation to the Premier, 
and Mr. Baldwin very wisely refused to 
acvept it. Lord Beatty and the whole 
Board of Admiralty threatened to follow 
Mr. Bridgeman into retirement if their 
demands should be rejected, and on last 
Tuesday evening a very grave split in the 
Government seemed to be inevitable. 

‘The compromise that has been reached 
is the work of the Prime Minister, whose 
admirable tact has prevented the crisis 
from ending in political disaster. Two 
cruisers will be laid down in next October 
and two in February, just before the end 
of the financial year. Thereafter three 
cruisers will be built every year during 
the normal lifetime of the present Parlia- 
ment.

We hope and 
believe that there will not be another war 
within the lifetime of the present genera- 
tion; but who would be bold enough to 
assert that war is at an end] Inter- 
national “hatreds and rivalries are 
smouldering to-day as strongly as ever} 
and, if and when they burst once more 
into open flame, Britain must be prepared 
to defend herself. 


Parties and the Senate. . 


When electors are asked, next September, 
to number seventy-six candidates for 
Seanad Eireann in the order of their 
preference, for the purpose of electing 
nineteen new Senators, some of them will 
be irreverent enough to reflect that propor- 
tional representation moves in a mys- 
terious way its wonders to perform. The 
electors’ task, however, has been greatly 
simplified by the announcement that 
Cumann na nGaedheal as a party will take 
no part in the electoral contest. In an 
interview with our representative yester- 
day, Mr. J. J. Walsh explained that the 
organisation had stood aside because it 
recognises that it is the intention of the 
Constitution that the Free State should 
be given “a non-party Senate broadly 
representative of whatever was intellectu- 
ally eminent and most distinguished in 
economic and social activities.” This very 
proper attitude of the largest party in the 
country has rid the election of party con- 
siderations. The electors are invited -to 
put aside their likes and dislikes on purely 
party scores, and to give their preferences 
to the men whom they consider to be best 
fitted to act as the nation’s counsellors 
If voters go to the poll in the spirit of 
Mr. Walsh’s observations, we may rely 
on nineteen men being selected who will 
enrich the Legislature of the Free State 
with varied talents and fresh stores of 
knowledge and experience. Since the elec- 
tion is not to be a battle between parties, 
it should be approached with the greater 
gravity. Different gifts are needed in a 
Senator from those which we seek in a 
Deputy, and the election gives the people 
of the Free State the opportunity. to 
summon to the nation’s sefvice mien who 
might never secure on a party ticket. elec- 
tion to the Dáil. Often it is urged against 
parliamentary democracy that it gives un- 
due advantages to the man who is a giftel 
speaker and a good fighter of elections, 
while ‘the less combative, but more 
studious, candidate is ignored by . the 
many-headed monster. In every country 
there are men of affairs, scholars, experts 
in economic matters and others who are 
known to the thoughtful, but not to the 
multitude. They shrink from the hustings, 
and never can hope to win a local seat 
against a popular orator. Framers of new 
democratic constitutions seek to find room 
for these men in the upper house of the 
Legislature, and the Free State Constitu- 
tion fitly gives the nation as a whole a 
means to select such men in a nation-wide 
election. - Among the seventy-six candi- 
dates for the Free ‘State Senate there are 
enough men of high attainments to fill the 
vacancies. In picking them the voters 
should bear clearly in mind the type of 
man that is needed. They should select 
for the twelve years in which office will 
be held men whose qualifications, irre- 
spective of their. party tendencies, mark 
them out as counsellors whose opinions 
will be valuable. 


The Need of Discipline. 


So far as the majority of modern 
children are concerned, the Fifth» Com- 
mandment is rapidly becoming a dead 
letter. Not oniy does the modern child not 
honour his father or his mother, but he 
honours nothing and nobody. The boy and 
girl of this generation knows nothing of the 
regular, steady, oftimes stern, but almost 
invariably, kindly discipline to which his 
parents were subjected. Two reasons are 
generally advanced for the disappearance 
of this discipline.

A Brighter Dublin. 

Last year the Dublin Horse Show was 
held at the same time as the Tailteann 
Games, and each event profited thereby. 
The capital of the Irish Free State was 
decorated with funds lent by the Govern- 
ment, and the floral vases on the lamp 
standards, the fresh and well-assorted 
bunting, the flags on buildings and tram- 
cars, gave the city an air of cheerfulness 
which , predisposed both citizens and 
visitors té a greater enjoyment of the 
social doings of that showery August. In 
less than a fortnight this year’s Horse 
Show will be in full swing. It is not 
presumptuous to expect fair weather, but 
no arrangements have been made for an 
elaborate decoration of the city. We hope, 
however, that, as a correspondent sug- 
gests, something will be done by private: 
and. public endeavour alike to clean and 
brighten. the streets. The City Commis- 
sioners have wrought large improvements 
during their period. of office. They have 
changed large portions of the city roads 
from dusty, noisy, cobbled highways to 
clean, -smeoth, modern thoroughfares. 
Building and re-building are in progress 
in many places, although the ruins ol 
Sackville street remain an undisguised 
eyesore. The Commissioners should im- 
prove upon their own good work by find- 
ing means to carry out some measure of 
judicious decoration. The many derelict 
shops and houses in our chief thorough- 
fares should be overhauled. Posters and 
painted inscriptions, relating to the elec- 
tions before last, continue to disfigure 
many dead walls and should be removed. 
The. Horse Show is the supreme social 
event of the Irish year, and calls for a 
special effort on the part of all who can 
contribute to rendering it a thorough- 
going success.

GREENWICH.

KING AND OUEEN IN THE 
OBSERVATORY. 


In connection with the fiftieth anniversary 
of its foundation, which will be celebrated on 
August 10th, the King and Queen yesterday 
afternoon paid a visit to Greenwich Observa- 
tory. 

Their Majesties were received by Sir Frank 
Dobson, Astronomer Royal, and were respect- 
fully greeted by a large assembly of scientists, 
including delegates from the British 
Dominions and many foreign countries. 

After visiting the Octagon Room, which 
formed the original Observatory, designed by 
Sir Christopher Wren, the King and Queen 
inspected the later buildings gn spent some 
time examinihg the instruments in use, or on 
exhibition, there, His Majesty being parti- 
cularly interested in chronometers and instru- 
ments with which the Navy is chiefly concerned. 
Their Majesties also saw the works of the 
twenty-four hour clock, and, for the first time. 
the big telescope and other appliances used 
in fixing points of longitude and mean time. 

On the conclusion of their tour, the King 
and Queen took tea. with the Astronomer 
Royal and Lady Dyson, and left for Buck- 
ingham Palace at 5 o'clock, Great enthusiasm 
was displayed by the inhabitants of the dis- 
tricts traversed en route.

DOLLYMOUNT DANGER 
SPOT. 


STATEMENT AT THE PORT 
_AND DOCKS BOARD. 


Reference to the recent drowning fatality 
at Dollymount was made at yesterday's meet- 
ing of the Dublin Port and Docks Board by 
the Chairman, Mr. Walter Baird. 

“ By reason of certain comments suggestive 
of the Board’s responsibility in the matter, 
which have appeared in the Press, I consider 
it my duty to refer to an unfortunate drown- 
ing fatality which occurred at ‘Curley’s 
Hole,’ Dollymount, on Monday last. For the 
information. of the members I should first ex- 
plain that ‘Curley’s Hole’ is a hollow, or 
dip, in the tidal portion of the strand, the 
location of which is not fixed, but varies 
according to the nature of the tide and wind 
prevailing. It has been known to disappear 
altogether for periods of time. 

“As a result of enquiries which I have 
now made it appears that the unfortunate 
young man who lost his life was bathing off 
property which docs not helong to the Board, 
and over which we hav ) absolutely no control. 
and, moreover, at a distance of almost half 
a mile from the boundary of the Board's 
property. Some years ago the Board, at the 
request of certain parties interested in the 
bathing amenities of the district, who at the 
same time recognised the dangers of the locality, 
agreed to and did put up a warning notice to 
bathers and a life buoy. 

“ As the hollow, or dip, in the strand, 
known as ‘Curley’s Hole.’ never comes 
opposite the Board’s property, the notice and 
life buoy were placed by the Board, possibly 
without any legal right or authority, at or 
about high water mark and about half a mile 
beyond the limit of th: Board's property. 

“The enquiries made by me go to show 
that the unfortunate young man probably 
entered the water about opposite the notice 
board, but it is only right to say that if the 
tide was low at the time, as we believe was 
the case, the distance between the notice 
board and the water's edge would have been 
about three hundred to four hundred yards. 
You will appreciate from my remarks that the 
Board are entirely. blameless in the matter. 
I would like it to go forth to the public that 
the Board do not own the North Bull, but 
only a very small portion of it.”’ 

An Irish Times representative was informed 
after the meeting that the now illegible notice 
board will be re-lettered at once.

ey totalled £25,652,754, or £1,250,356 less 
than last year’s, and £60,000 more than the 
Board's actual expenditure. The noble lord 
was a little apologetic at the smallness of the 
sum he was asking the House to sanction: He 
was well aware that he was taking @ risk in 
cutting the estimates so-low, but the call for 
economy was urgent and could not be denied. 
Educational expenditure, he observed, could 
only expand with an expanding revenue. 

The aim of the department was, while train- 
ing children for general usefulness, also to 
provide better opportunities for practical in- 
struction. In this respect the widest discre- 
tion must be given to the local authorities. 
Teaching should be done for the love of the 
thing, and he would like to see attracted to 
the profession men and women of all classes. 
They wanted in particular more University- 
trained teachers, though it was certainly not 
desirable that all should be cast in one Uni- 
versity mould. There was also room for more 
public school men. Then there should be 
closer co-operation between industry and the 
various technical institutions; and he was 
glad to say that consultations to that end had 
taken place in several areas 

SMALLER CLASSES. 

Mr. C. P. Trevelyan, who was Education 
Minister in the late Government, inclined to 
the view that the noble lord was encouraging 
the doubters rather than the darers in educa- 
tion. Teachers were panting for opportuni- 
ties at present denied them. . The cry was for 
more schools and smaller classes, and he urged 
the Minister to take up a bold attitude, and 
encourage local authorities to erect additional 
school buildings by increasing financial aid. 
It was also desirable that the school age 
should be raised. Nothing wonld do more to 
solve the problem of unemployment than to 
remove from the labour market the scores of 
thousands of children who came into it every 
year. 

" Mr. H. A. L. Fisher thought that the 
Minister was taking a little risk in fixing his 
estimates so low. 

Lord Hugh Cecil, in the course of a brilliant 
speech, remarked that when nationa! economy 
was % dominant factor in public policy it 
was impossible not to ask whether the very 
large sum now demanded was being wisely 
spent. Personally, he doubted whether the 
main theory of our educational system was a 
wise one. It struck him as a somewhat 
curious thing that the Labour Party combined 
with a great enthusiasm for education a great 
distrust of it. 

If education really made people better and 
wiser, then his constituents were much wiser 
and better than those of hon. members on the 
“Labour benches. He, however, disclaimed 
any pretence to superiority, and doubted 
whether education really promoted the higher 
qualities of wisdom and virtue. A mill-hand 
in Lancashire was often quite as good and 
wise as any Master of Arts. Higher educa- 
tion might promote efficiency, but not virtue 
and wisdom. Education should be relative to 
a child’s prospects in life, and, above all, to 
its capacities. 

EQUALITARIANISM. 

The Labour Party. perhaps the Liberal 
Party. and some of those ingenious Conser- 
vatives who delighted to call themselves pro- 
gressive, wereg always preaching what 
appeared to be a doctrine of .educationa! 
equalitarianism—and equal education for all 
sorts of people, irrespective of their real 
capacities. That was a wasteful, foolish 
policy. Equality of opportunity had no 
sense once inequality of capacity was ad- 
mitted. It was like providing equal button- 
holes for unequal buttons, and would not lead 
to any satisfactory result. He would never 
grudge the liberal spending of money on 
clever children, but it was a waste when it 
was devoted to giving stupid children an un- 
desired and unappreciated education. 

In the debate which followed Dr. Haden 
Guest urg@éd a wider democracy in regard to 
public schools. He saw nó reason why Eton 
and Harrow should not be available for all 
boys. 

Albert Alexander regretted that so 
many hon. members had deprecated the 
spending of more money on education. The 
solid fact was that the country could not 
afford to do without the best possible educa- 
tional system that could be devised, and the 
money spent on it would, in the long run, 
prove to he the best economy. 

The vote was passed.

FLPHIN AND ARDAGH. 


Addressing the Synod of Elphin at Boyle 
yesterday, the Rt. Rev. W. R. Moore, D.D., 

ishop of Kilmore, Elphin and Ardagh, said 
that in some of the parishes the stipends still 
were inadequate.

Dealing with financial matters, the bishop 
said that the income of the united diocese 
had been largely increased by a legacy of 
£7.000 bequeathed Bishop Ellicott and by a 
contribution of £713 1s. 7d. subscribed by a 
number of church people. The increase had 
relieved him of a very considerable financial 
anxiety; for he had found it difficult to pay 
his way owing to the heavy expenses in keep- 
ing the See House and grounds, and the travel- 
ling and other necessary expenses entailed by 
the administration the united diocese. 

The bishop spoke at length on the revision 
of the Book of Common Prayer, a work which 
has been in progress for sixteen years. He 
traced the changes that have been made since 
1549, and said that with the latest changes 
he considered that the Book of Common 
Prayer has been considerably enriched and 
improved ; and also that the greater latitude 
allowed in conducting public worship was a 
great advantage. 

The Synod passed a resolution in support 
of the proposal to unite the dioceses of 
Elphin and Ardagh under one Synod.

Intense interest was taken this afternoon 
in the Prime Minister's statement regard. 
ing the new cruisers. The House was 
better filled than it has been since the 
beginning of the session, except for the 
introduction of the Budget. The galleries 
were crowded, that devoted to the publi. 
being mainly occupied by women. Com 
mander Kenworthy, always anxious 10 be 
in the limelight, fell into a trap of his own 
making. He wanted the Prime Ministe: 
to tel] the House all about the new cruisers 
in response to a question which he haa on 
the paper. This question definitely asked 
when it is intended to make a statement! 
with regard to the naval shipbuilding pro- 
gramme. Consequently, the Prime Ministe: 
said that he intended to make a statement 
later on. Commander Kenworthy appealed 
to the Speaker, saying that he wanted the 
statement at once, and bobbed up and 
down asking a succession of supplemen 
taries when his request was refused ; but 
his efforts ‘were useless, and he had to wait 
and see like everybody else. 

About twenty minutes to four the Prime 
Minister was able to put the members ou: 
of suspense, when it became apparent in 
his opening words that a compromise had 

n successfully engineered. The opposiny 
parties had agreed to split the difference 
in their demands. “Two cruisers are to be 
laid down in October, two more in 
February, and thereafter three will be !ai:/ 
down every year during the life of the 
present Parliament. Mr. Baldwin added 
the welcome news that the necessary ex 
penditure incurred by laying down the 
cruisers this year would be met by savinz: 
under other heads in the Admiralty vote 
The Prime Minister announced that the 
requisite token vote would be taken on 
Tuesday next. The Opposition wi! 
strongly oppose the laying down of the 
new cruisers and formally move the rejec- 
tion of the proposal. 


A Dangerous Incident. 


The danger of resignations being over 
it may now be stated that, in the absence 
of a satisfactory compromise, the Govern 
ment might have been seriously embar 
rassed. Mr. Bridgeman offered his resigna 
tion, and, if he had insisted on its accept 
ance, Lord Beatty, with the other Sea 
Lords, would have followed his example 
and "Fire en bloc. Such a step would 
have had a very pronounced effect on the 
country, and the condition of the Nav, 
would have been greatly exaggerated wit}, 
the prospect that the Government woul 
have been attacked by friend and foe alike 
Mr. Bridgeman was not present in the 
House this afternoon when Mr. Baldwin 
made his statement, but Mr. Churchill was 
sitting in his usual place at the Prime 
Minister's right hand. A most interestin. 
point about the Prime Minister’s stzte- 
ment was that he is setting up a com 
mittee of ‘hree not connected with the 
Government to examine costs in the Navy, 
Army and Air Services, as well as in other 
Government departments. In the lobby this 
was regarded as a distinct triumph for ih 
economists, and they naturally expressed 
great elation. One remarked to me that it 
was a difficult matter to induce the 
Government to commit itself definitely on 
the side of economy in any Government 
department; but, if the new committee 
discovers that there is really room for the 
application of what is really a virtue now 
adays, the Government will be unable to 
resist the pressure of public opinion. 


A Compromise. 


Opinion in the Lobby concerning the 
Admiralty compromise was inclined to he 
favourable. Nobody wants a crisis 
now, particularly as the end of the session 
is in sight, and members remark that. if 
Mr. Bridgeman and his Board are satis- 
fied, and, if Mr. Churchill is also satisfied 
there is no reason why they should not be 
Members here and there expressed dissati< 
faction because this country is being out 
paced by others in the matter of fast 
cruisers, but even they agreed that the 
solution of the difficulty reached by the 
Cabinet was the best possible in the 
circuinstances. The Socialists, as a rule. 
are indignant that anything in the shape 
of a replacement programme should be 
considered necessary, and several of them 
said that they intend to make their views 
heard in the debate on Tuesday. 


The French Debt. 


There is a slight prospect at last that 
France will move in the direction of a 
debt settlement; for, while official notifica 
tion is lacking, it is understood that M 
Caillaux intends to come to London before 
long in connection with this question, when 
he will meet the Treasury officials in con- 
ference after the ground has been pre- 
pared by both British and French experts 
If the intentions of M. Caillaux are 
carried out, negotiations with this country 
will march with those taking place wit 
the United States. It is assumed in 
diplomatic circles here that the pre- 
liminary discussions to take place wil! be 
rather in the nature of a formal reply to 
Mr. Churchill’s Note sent to the Herrio 
Government in February last. After: th 
reception of that Note in Paris some finan 
cial experts came over to London. but 
nothing came of the visit. 


The U.S.S. Pittsburg. 


The officers and crew of the United 
States Navy flagship, Pittsburg, now or 
a visit to Cardiff, are having a royal time 
the Corporation entertaining them in 
most generous manner.

No compensation will be paid to Irish 


English landing-places during the out- 
breaks of foot-and-mouth disease in 1923. 

Mr. Wood, the British Minister of Agri- 
culture and Fisheries, in the House of 
Commons yesterday, told Mr. Dixon that 
slaughter without compensation in such 
circumstances was in accordance with the 
practice in importing countries, and he 
could not undertake to introduce amend- 
ing legislation. 

Mr. Dixon asked the Minister of Agricul- 
ture the following questions :— 

If he is aware that during the last serious 
foot-and-mouth outbreak—in 1923—a consider- 
able number of cattle belonging to Irish 
traders, EEA clearance at British ports, 
were slaughtered, without compensation to 
the owners, who, in consequence, were placéd 
in serious financial straits ; 

Whether representations have been made to 
him with a view to compensating such 
traders, and what steps have been taken in 
the matter ; 

Also whether, in view of this country’s 
dependence on Ireland for its live-stock 
i; “m— and the danger oí traders with- 
holding such on any future outbreaks of the 
disease in this country, in the absence of com- 
pensation, he will take steps to make pro- 
vision for compensation to owners whose stock 
is slaughtered at British landing places, or 
other places of detention. 

Mr. Wood replied—I am aware that a 
number of Irish cattle were glaughtered in 
1925 owing. to foot-and-mouth disease out- 
breaks in landing places, and, as provided in 
Section 5 of the Importation of Animals Act, 
1922, no compensation was paid. I have re- 
ceived representations in the sense indicated, 
but this question was fully considered by 
Parliament when the Act of 1922 was passed, 
and any alteration of the existing practice, 
which is common in most importing countries, 
will require legislation, with regard to which, 
I am afraid, I can give no undertaking. 


NEW OMNIBUSES 
FOR DUBLIN. 


TRAMWAY COMPANY'S 
ACTIVITY. 


- 


The Dublin United Tramway Company's 
experiment of running motor ‘buses from 
O'Connell Bridge to the northern suburb of 
Killester has proved so successful that a 
fleet of fifteen more vehicles is to be provided 
in the immediate future. Seven are actually 
in course of construction, and the first of 
these will be in commission on August Ist 
next. The others will follow at the rate of 
one per week. 

The ‘buses already in use are of English 
construction, a Thorneycroft and an A,£.C. 
Those to come are being built entirely in the 
company's own works at Inchicore by Dublin 
tradesmen, using only Irish materials as far 
as possible. An /rish Times representative 
was received there yesterday by Mr. John 
Thompson, the foreman, who showed him 
what is being done. 

Including some boys there are 150 frades- 
men employed at Inchicore, and an additional 
staff of forty coachbuilders has been taken 
on for the construction of the “buses. The 
new machines are of the type of the two 
already in service, but with improvements, 
mainly in the general appearance and in the 
ventilating. They will be provided with the 
latest» twpe of entergenty “exit in case of 
accident or fire . 

The bodies of the new vehicles are con- 
structed of Irish oak and ash from” Lord 
Powerscourt’s demesne at. Enniskerr;. 

They will be furnished externally in the 
company's standard colours, royal bine and 
cream yellow. Internally they will be up- 
holstered luxuriougly in the new cloth of 
greyish black pattern in recent use on the 
London underground railways. The seats 
are stuffed with horse-hair, one cwt. being 
required for three of them. Seen from 
behind the lines of the new ‘buses will be 
more gracefu: than either oí those nsw on the 
road. Each will nave seating accommodation 
for thirty-one people. Our representative was 
shown all the labour-saving methods used in

NEW TYPE OF TRAMCAR. 

In another department there is great 
activity in getting ready a number of the fine 
saloon, tramears, of which a specimen was 
exhibiled at the Spring Show at Ballsbridge. 
Those are built to the design of Mr. Marshall 
Harriss, the general manager, which enables 
top-covered cars to pass under all bridges, 
except one in Ranelagh. There is also 
rapidly approaching completion a new type 
of sop Conga See for the Dalkey service. 
Nothing so elaborate as this car has yet been 
seen in Dublin. It is fully eight feet longer 
than the longest of the present cars, and 
has seating accommodation for eighty 
passengers,

STATEMENT BY MR. J. 
J. WALSH. 
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The governing body of Cumann na 
nGaedheal has decided that the Senate

Ever since the nomination of candidates 
to the panel, the Executive has been 
considering the question of recommending’ 
a small number for support on a national 
scale. It has now decided, however, that: 
this “ would be an invidious, if not impos-

In advising the various branches of the 
organisation accordingly, the Executive: 
will leave it open to them to take what-. 
ever action may seem best for the general 


interest. 

A NON-PARTY BODY. 
In conversation with an Irish Times repre- 
centative yesterday the Minister for Posts 
and Telegraphs, who is Chairman of the 
Governing Body, said that both the qualifica- 
tions and the manner of nomination of the 
candidates prescribed by the Constitution 
were clearly designed to give the nation a 
non-party Senate, broadly representative of 
whatever was intellectually eminent and most 
distinguished in the domains of economic, 
social and cultural endeavour. 
“It would obviously ran counter to this 
basic conception of the Seanad,” declared 
Mr. Walsh, “if the election were to be con- 
tested on lines of party politics, and if the 
resultant assembly were to be. constituted on 
a basis of political partisanship. For nime- 
teen vacancies the Oireachtas: has put before 
the country a list of seventy-six nominees, 
including out-going Senators who. have 
rendered valuable service. A slight scouting 
will show—comments to the contrary not- 
withstanding—that it is easily possible to find 
among these seventy-six, nineteen persons 
whose work and worth will reflect credit on 
the institution to which they are elected. 
“All the circumstances taken together 
render it impossible for the governing body 
ot the organisation to select definitely a 
special list from the panel for support by 
tneir members, and they have decided not 
to give anv such direction to their members. 

DANGER OF APATHY. 
Asked if he thought that there was 4 
danger of inaction or apathy on the part 
ef the voters, Mr. Walsh said that there 
was, “especially in the absence of a positive 
lead from the national organisation, ' 

“TI trust,’ he added, ‘‘ that no member or 
supporter of the organisation will be guilty 
of carelessness or indifference in this respect, 
and I look to the organisation as a whole 
to show an example to the rest of the nation 
in the matter of exercising the vote, aud of 
showing an intelligent interest in the institu- 
tions of our country. 

“In view. of the practical necessity of 
guiding and ny - interest in the im- 
portant issues affected by these elections, the 
Standing Committee are unwilling undaly to 
fetter the activities of the constituency and 
other committees of the organisation, and will 
therefore leave jt open to these committees to 
take whatever action in each area May seem 
best for the general interest. . Should these 
bodies decide on recommending their members 
to support a list of acceptable candidates, Í 
would urge them to bear in mind one or two 
points in making such selections. 

“The laws which affect every aspeg of 
our lives as citizens are the product of the 
Oireachtas as a whole, and the influence of 
the Senate in moulding legislation is far from 
being negligible or its functions merely 
ornamental, It must be remembered, more- 
over, that Senators now elected will hold 
office for a term of twelve years, and a care- 
ful consideration of relative merits is there- 
fore the only course that is fair, to all con- 
cerned. The qualifications stated in the 
Constitution should be the main consideration 

resent in the minds of the electorate, and 
i look to the institutions throughout the 
country that will take part in the elections 
to give’ us as Senators men distinguished for 
their attainments, whether in national service 
or in public life, and capable of reflecting 
honour upon the most important assembly 
in the nation—the Oireachtas.” 


PRINCESS MAFALDA. 


MARRIAGE TO A PROTESTANT 
PRINCE ARRANGED. 
IRISH LIMES FORRIGN SERVICE. 
From OUR Own CoRrRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Thuraday. 

The first marriage in history of a Princess 
of the Royal Italian House of Savoy to a 
Protestant prince has at last been arranged. 
After negotiations lasting over two months, 
during the course of which many obstacles 
had to be removed, special dispensation has 
just been issued permitting the ceremonies of 
religious marriage to be celebrated at the 
Royal: wedding of Princess Mafalda, King 
Victor’s second daughter, to Prince Philip of 

esse, . 

According to Vatican circles, the negotia- 

tions were conducted by Monsignor Baccaris, 
Chaplain of the Royal House, and by 
Cardinal Merry Del Val, Prefect of the Holy 
Office. Though animated by the best inten- 
tions, they often found themselves con- 
fronted by what appeared to be almost insur- 
mountable difficulties owing to Prince 
Philip’s unique position. 
All the usual precautions required by rules 
governing mixed marriages appeared practi- 
cally .vyalueless in this ease. The House of 
Hesse, it was pointed out, was one of the 
first ruling houses to embrace the Reforma- 
tion, becoming its supporter and defender, 
and even founding the first Lutheran Univer- 
sity in Germany.

all children born to an Italian Princess shall 
be educated as Catholics. |

The storm broke over the North-East of 
Ireland early, yesterday morning. It was 
marked by torrential rain and vivid 
flashes of lightning. Apparently it first 
struck Dundalk, then’ swept up the ‘coast, 
passed over Belfast and parts of County 
Antrim, across Lough Neagh and parts of 
Tyrone and Derry, and passed into the 
Atlantic at Londonderry. 

Whitehead, at the mouth of Belfast 
Lough, was ‘‘ almost blown away, aecord- 
ing to one report, but Larne, a few miles 
further north, escapéd the storm ‘alto- 
gether. Ballymoney felt the full effects of 
the storm, but in Coleraine, about eight 
miles away, not a single drop of rain fell. 


HOUSE DESTROYED. 


BELFAST TRAMWAY SYSTEM 
DISLOCATED.

; BELFAST, Tuesday. 
The thunderstorm which: passed over el.

most violent experienced for many - years. 
The yy wet als of thunder were accom- 
panied by. vivid lightning and. torreritia] rain.

The most serious case of damage. was the 
‘destruction of Mr. F. Browne’s residence, 
Elmbank, Downshire road, Cregagh. 

Mr. Browne and family are holidaying at 
present in Bal'ywalter, and his house was 
unoccupied. At hal{-past.seyen the building 
was struck by lightning. The aerial in the 
garden. was also involved, but it. is unlikely 
that the fire was communicated to the hon-e 
in that way, because the lead-in is by the

The alarm was promptly given, and soon 
other persons living in the district were mak- 
ing a gallant bid to save as much of the 
furniture as possible. The first entrance was 
gained through “a window, and articles of 
furniture were. carried out into the garden. 

An attempt to suppress the fire was recog- 
nised at once as hopeless, and .attention was 
then concentrated on. salving what could be 
removed. It was an exciting moruing’s work, 
rendered not less so by the thunder and 
lighting acompaniment and the deluge of rain 

Before many minutes had elapsed the roof 
collapsed, and the flames shot up to a great 
height i 

An upstairs water-pipe burst and floodod 
the drawingroom What furnitute was ‘ot 
consumed in the fire-was ruined by water. 

A chimney pot and some forty slates. were 
stripped by lightning off the house occupied 
by Mr. Robert M'‘Ilroy, Ormiston Boot 
Stores, Ballyhackamore. Lightning.struck a 
house on. the Antrim road opposite the 
- waterworks, and part of the masonry. fell 
a few yards from a pedestrian. rn 

She tramway servite was disorganised by 
the storm. Four section boxes’ were struck 
.by lightning,. and, the coils were burnt. out 
on the following sections :—Ravenhill road, 
| Shore road, Duncairn Gardens, and Antrim 
road. As a result the service.on these sec- 
tions was held up, and people were unable 
to reach town by tram; ‘The Antrim road 
section was the worst hit, and Duncairn 
Gardens next. The coils in the box in con- 
nection with the Antrim road section were 
completely burnt out. ' 

There are 112 boxes all over the system, 
and only four of them were put out of 
action. Although there is a lightning arrester 
in every one of these feeder boxes, the 
lightning this morning was of such volume 
that the arresters could not withstand it.

TELEPHONES OUT OF ACTION, 

The storm started in Dundalk shortly be- 
fore 5 o'clock, and lasted about an hour. 
After it had passed it was found that the 
telephonic service between the town and 
Newry and the North generally was out of 
action, but later in the day repairs were 
effected. The South and North-West tele- 
phone circuits were not damaged. 

WORST FOR FIFTY YEARS. 

“The most intense thunderstorm ex- 
perienced for half a century,” is the way 
in which our Newcastle (Co. Down) Cor- 
respondent describes the storm. The dis. 
turbance seemed to travel in a circle; tor- 
rential rain flooded the locality, and the 
slopes of the Mourne Mountains were 
illuminated almost continually. by vivid 
flashes of lightning, which in many places 
bared trees of their foliage. The fuses of 
telegraph and telephone instruments were 
blown, and several stacks of hay were burnt. 

LURGAN. 

At Lurgan the storm lasted from 5 o'clock 
till after 7. There were vivid flashes of 
forked lightning at frequent intervals, and 
an exceptionally heavy . rainfall—the worst 
downpour witnessed this season. Frequent 
showers of rain, with a strong wind, pre- 
vailed during the day. 

At Derry the storm lasted from 8 o'clock 
a.m. to 8.50. The rains were of a torren- 
tial nature, and for some time afterwards the 
low-lying parts were under water. 

Some anxiety is felt here for the safety of 
Princess Juliana of Holland, who is on holiday 
at a forest resort near the Belgian border 
where fires are reported to be raging fiercely. 
Severe heat waves extending throughout the 

st month have left the wooded regions of 

olland so dry that spontaneous conflagrations 
have sprung up at a number of points.

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THE DEMAND FOR ECONOMY. 


Vhe Times Parliamentary Correspondent, 
writing in regard to the Prime Minister s state- 
ment yesterday on the naval programme, 
says:—Mr. Baldwin's announcement entirely 
‘fulfilled the ‘expectation that any danger of 
resignations from the Cabinet had been averted 
‘as a result of the series. of conversations which 
_ had taken place since Tuesday evening, and 
it gave much satisfaction to those members 
who, while realising that stringent national 
economy is necessary, insisted that the 
efficiency of the Navy must on no aceount be 
impaired. The one expression of disappoint- 
ment to be heard last night was that the work 
of the Committee of three independent per- 
‘sons should be limited to the possibilities of 
effecting economies in the three fighting Ser- 
vices, e report of the Committee will be 
examined both by the Treasury and the 
Keonomy Committee of the Cabinet, and it 
was felt. to be something of a mockery that 
no similar action is being taken with regard 
to the swollen estimates of the Civil Service. 

There is likely to be a strong demand that 
the work of the Independent Committee shall 
be extended to the whole of the estimates 
which Parliament is asked to sanction. It 
will also be urged that the Committee shall 
consider the estimates of the Fighting Services 
as a whole, and shall not regard the Army, 
the Navy and the Air Forces as being water- 
tight compartments. It is realised that, if 
the latter course is followed, the cuts will 
inevitably be smaller. 
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RELICS FROM THE BALTIC SEA. 

According to The Vimes Riga Correspon 
dent, considerable interest has been aroused 
among archeologists, and historians in the 
Baltic States by the appearance of gteat 
quanities of seaweed-covered granite blocks on 
the great highway which rans unbroken irom 
Paris te Leningrad... These: cranite blocks 
come ‘from the bottom of the sea, a few miles 
from: the shore, near Perna, in Esthonia, 
where extensive work with dredging machinery 
is constantly in progress. Latvia has practi- 
cally no stone quarries, and uses the sea 
stones thus obtained for repairing roads, 
tending for miles for the stone 
breakers. 

A professor of the University of Latvia has 
put forward a theory that the blocks belong 
to pre-historic times, and to some great build. 
ing or buildings the foundations of which have 
sunk below the level of the Baltic Sea.

An emissary was sent to Abdel Krim some 
ten days ago to let him know that he could 
have the Franco-Spanish conditions whenever 
he liked; but no word has yet been received 
from’ him: The publication of these con- 
ditions may he his answer. 

Meanwhile the French are making serious 

reparations for taking the initiative in 
Moroceo in ease Abdel Krim does not want to 
make peacé, and the forthcoming visit of the 
Marquis De Estella to the French zone sug- 
gests that Spanish co-operation is to be made 
as effective as possible.

SPEAKER'S REPLY. 


URTHER, correspondence is published 
F to-day concerning Mr. Joseph Devlin's 
request to the Speaker of the Northern 
House of Commons that the House should 
be summoned to meet immediately to con- 
sider what Mr. Devlin describes as grave 
irregularities in connection with the recent 
Senatorial election in Northern Ireland, 
and to have a fresh election ordered. 

The Speaker, in a reply to Mr. ‘Devlin, 
states that he does not consider that any 
such precipitate action is necessary, and 
points out that Mr. Devlin’s object can be 
attained by raising the whole matter in 
the House Sf Commons before the first 
meeting of the new Senate. 

In a further letter to the Speaker, Mr. 
Devlin says that to let the election go 
unchallenged until Parliament meets in 
October would be to cheapen and degrade 
Parliamentary institutions, and he re- 
iterates his request for a new election. 


THE SPEAKER’S LETTER. 


‘PRECIPITATE ACTION” 
UNNECESSARY. 
Mr. O'Neill has replied as follows to Mr. 


Devlin :— 
“ 21st July, 1928. 

“Dean Mr. Deviin,—lI- have delayed fora 
few days answering your letter of the 16th in 
the hope that. I should have by now received 
a reply to the inquiries which T am making 
from ‘the Postmaster-General with reference 
to the delivery of registered letters in Belfast. 
I understand, however, that this reply will 
not be available for a few days yet, and con- 
sequently I will deal at once with the points 
that you raise. i 

“You ask that the House of Commons of 
Northern Ireland should be called together at 
once to deal with your objection to the Senate 
election. I cannot, however, agree that any 
such precipitate action is necessary. The ob- 
ject which you have in view will be fully at- 
tained, provided that there has been an op- 
oortunitv to raise the whole matter in the 
bhan; of Commons before the first meeting 
of the new Senate, and I am communicating 
with the Prime Minister to ensure that this 
will be so. . 
A POSTAL VOTE. 

“With regard to what you say m your 
letter about the negligence of those responsible 
for the carrying out the Senate election, I 
must point out that you are under a complete 
misapprehension as to the position. The elec- 
tien was carried out by means of a postal 
vote—a system which is already in use for the 
election of members of Parliament who repre- 
sent university constituencies, It is no more 
the duty of the returning officer and his 
officials in an election conducted by this 
method to ensure or accelerate the passage 
through the post of the ballot papers than it 
is his duty, at an ordinary Parliamentary elec- 
tion, to provide, for bringing voters to the 
poll, so long as he gives adequate time to the 
voters to record their votes. In the recent 
election for the Senate the ballot papers were 
issued to voters a fortnight before the close of 
the poll, and votes could have been sent in at 
any time during this period. 

“I would further remind you that, in 
the printed instructions to voters con- 
tained in the ballot papers, it was 


along which they may be seen in stacks ex- j 


stated that ballot papers should be sent 
lin ‘so as to reach me not later than 
10 a.m. on Tuesday, 14th July.” The onus 
of posting the ballot papers in time for 
receipt before the close of the poll was 
clearly put upon the voters themselves. I 
should add that there was no arrangement 
whatever with the Post Office as to the 
delivery of registered letters at the Pariia 
ment buildings, and the officials there had 
no more knowledge of what appears to have 
been the Post Office practice than had the 
voters whose papers arrived too late, and, 
so far as I FA mm the explanation of 
the Postmaster cf Belfast, it is to the effect 
that registered letters addressed to Govern- 
ment offices or business houses are never 
delivered before the second delivery in any 
day in case there should be nobody to sign 
for them at the early morning delivery. The 
officials at the Parliament buildings were 
perfectly prepared to deal with registered 
letters whenever they might arrive. 
THE MISSING VOTES. 

‘While I thought it necessary to make 
quite clear what the true position is, you must 
not take it from what I have said that [I do 
not most genuinely sympathise with those 
members whose _ ballot papers were 
received too late for the election 
owing to a postal delay which 
they could not possibly have anticipated, or 
with the candidate whose position was, pre 
judiced thereby. As you know, it is laid 
down in the regulations governing the 
Senate elections that any question with re 
ference to the validity of an election or to 
any decision given by the returning officer 
must be determined by the House of Com 
mons, or in such manner as that House mav 
direct. It will, therefore, be open to you 
to raise the matter as soon as the House 
meets. [ should point’ out, however, that 
if the missing votes had been counted last 
week Mr. Devoto would not have secured 
the quota. The three extra papers would 
have raised it from 293 to 315. He could 
have attained it only in the latter stages 
of the count, provided that he received a 
certain number of transferred votes from 
those candidates previously elected who had 
surpluses to distribute.

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NEW FINANCE COMPANY FOR 
THE FREE STATE. 


In to merrow a issue will be published the 
prospectus of The Industrial Trust Company 
of ireland, Ltd., which represents a new 
stage iu the development of Irish financial 
organisations. Ever since the establishment 
of the Free State it has been apparent that 
the development of industry would call for 
special forms of assistance, and not the least 
important of these is the provision of capital, 
both for the creation of new enterprises and 
for the working requirements of those which 
wish to expand. Most countries have financial 
houses which deal specially in this type of 
business, and the ‘“‘ industrial bank,” whose 
directors are experts in various branches of 
industry, plays an important part in the 
economy of the leading European countries. 
Up to the present time no such facilities 
have existed in Ireland, and, for reasons 
which have frequently been stated, the work 
is outside the scope of the Irish joint stock 
banks, although these institutions do all that 
is reasonably possible to assist their 
customers. 

The establishment ot the Industrial Trust 
Company will, therefore, be welcomed and 
should give a much-needed fillip to industry. 
It will be particularly valuable in the firat 
place by the machinery it will aflord for 
carrying out the purposes of the Trade Loans 
(Guarantee) Act, which at one time 
likely to be ineffective owing to the fact that.

A further satisfactory 
feature is the fact that before going to the

a further guarantee of the merits of the new

The sixth ordinary general meeting of 
the British Celanese, Limited, was held at 
the Cannon Street Hotel yesterday (Thurs- 
day), 23rd July, 1925. The chair was 
occupied by Major-General G. P. Dawnay, 
C.B., C.M.G., D.S.O. (chairman of direc- 


tors). 

The Chairman said—On the assets side of 
the balance sheet the fixed capital assets in 
the first item are increased by £51,000, a: 
moderate capital increase as compared with 
the mig = ty shown by your trading 
account, Stocks are increased by 50 per cent., 
the natural result of a turnover increased in a 
far higher proportion. The increase in sundry 
debtors is due to the increased business, and 
the figure is quite satisfactory. The cash posi- 
tion at the end of the year was improved by 
about £10,000 in comparison with the pre- 
ceding year, and is to-day very much stronger 


still. 

On the liabilities side loans have been 
reduced to £50,000. Sundry creditors show 
an increase of £40,000, a quite moderate 
augmentation in relation to the very greatly 
increased turnover. 

You will observe that the year's balance to 
profit and loss for the year has been carried 
to depreciation account, leaving the debit 
balance to profit and loss at the same figure as 
last year. The situation as regards provision 
for depreciation is, as you must have realised 
from previous reports, not satisfactory. The 
first item on the assets side of your balance 
sheet has never been subject to depreciation. 
On the other hand, from time to time, as 
capital expenditures have been undertaken, 
the item has been added to accordingly. It 
follows that it will be necessary to make very 
large provision for depreciation. You may 
take the proper provision for the year under 
review at £400,000 at least. The balance to 
credit of profit and loss is, therefdre, a little 
less than sufficient to meet the proper pro- 
vision for depreciation during the period. 
Though the comparative figures given in the 
profit and loss account are, therefore, satisfac- 
tory in the matter of comparison, a very con- 
siderable development of your business will be 
necessary before you can be presented with a 
satisfactory balance sheet. For the develop- 
ment of your business you are dependent on 
the appropriations which we can safely make 
from time to time out of current trading 
rece! pts. 

Your cash position 1s, fortunately, a com- ' 
paratively strong one, and one of our chief 
concerns is to keep it strong, while sanction- 
ing such expenditures for the expansion of the 
business as will afford the quickest and most 
profitable returns. The development of the 
trading account and the increase of annual 
profit is strictly limited by what we can 
safely afford and by what is the most imme- 
diately profitable direction for development. 
In the profit and loss account the chief 
points to which [ should wish to draw your 
attention have already been mentioned in the 
report. Comparatively the trading profit in- 
crease of £307,000 in relation with the im- 
rovement in the balance to profit and loss 

y £267,000 indicates a turn of the tide, 
which is something more than satisfactory, 
for while the profit on the trading account 
proper is increased by 200 per cent., over 
80 per cent. of that increase goes to net profit. 
That relation is remarkably encouraging. 

Your yarn sales have grown very sub- 
stantially and satisfactorily. ‘Ihe output has 
been increased correspondingly to a level 
which is very considerably higher then your 
company has ever before attained. 

_ But your business in fabrics has also grown 
important and is stil] growing. The output 
of the circular knitted fabric plant was 
doubled during the period under review. 
The “ Celanese” tricot which it produces is 
highly Bí Rss by the trade and by con- 
sumers. The establishment of this depart- 
ment has proved an important addition to 
the profit-earning capacity of your enterprise. 

Great progress has been made in the de- 
velopment of other knitted fabrics, parti- 
cularly in what is known as the warp knitted 
fabric. The product has been extremely: 
well received. It has a special advantaye in 
that it is incapable of laddering, and further, 
a new tricot has now been produced at your 
factory which is also non-laddering. 

Progress has also been made with your 
weaving plant. A large number of woven 
Tabrics have been produced and have met a 
reception from the trade which justifies your 
confidence in the eventual development of 
this branch of the business also. 

The sales of th- commodity known as 
““ Celfect,"” a migture of our silk and cotton, 
have also made considerable growth. The 
finished articles made from it find an easy 
and increasing marker. 

Finally, both in '' Celastoid’” and dope the 
branches concerned are maintained on « smal! 
scale and return a small but satisfactory 
profit. 

Your factory has been well and properly 
maintained; a substantially increased out- 
put has been developed side by side sith a 
progressive reduction in costs, 

The sales policy and organization has been 
fully justified by the results, as is indicated 
by the very large increase in your turnover. 


OUTLOOK. 


The development of your business is, there- 
fore, healthy, and the progress registered : is 
satisfactory and encouraging. But it will be 
obvious from what I have said that there 
remains much to be done to re-establish your 
company in a strong financial position. The 
progress made since the beginning of the pre- 
sent financial year is such as to inspire us 
with confidence. On the other hand, we meet 
with the actual position obscured at the 
moment by various factors. The original silk 
duties proposals would undoubtedly have in- 
flicted grave disadvantage on your company. 
As the result of negotiations, however, in 
‘which we took an active part, the Excise duty 
was decreased from 2s. 6d. tó 1s. per lb., and 
the margin between the “Excise and Customs 
duties increased from 6d. to ls. per lb.; so 
that when the position stabilises we shall only 
be subject to half the amount of the tax im- 

sed on the foreign importer. But the result 
1as been to glut the British market with a 
vast mass of foreign imports, which during 
May and June of this year were between eignt 
and nine times as great as the imports of 
artificial silk in June, 1924. The market will 
take a considerable time to absorb the mass 
of cheap goods. is necessarily forces down 
prices and renders all immediate forecasts 
“= or Me unreliable. 

ese factors, together with the ibilit 
of industrial troubles and of a pitinal séin 
tion in the spending power of the country, 
make me disinclined to commit myself as to 
the immediate outlook. But when once these 
factors are taken off the market vou may 
justfiably feel confidence, I think, in the profit- 
earning capacity of your business and its pro- 
gressive, if gradual, expansion under the 
policy which we are now followin 

The, potentialities of your 
obviously very great. The progress shown is 
gratifying; a wisely pursued, cautiously 
conserving and building up our resources, and 
following tried lines ss advance, should lead 
to the establishment of your business on a 
broad, stable and profitable basis. I speak in 
no spirit of facile optimism—the too-evident 
necessity for careful rebuilding disclosed by 
your balance sheet prevents that—but J believe 
that this result can be attained.

M.1/EN DIVIDEND DECLARED. 


The fifth annual general meeting of te 
Phenix Oil and Transport Company, Ltd., 
was beid yesterday at River Plate House, 
Finsbury Circus London, K.C., the abásf : 
i , Sir Edward Manville, presiding. 
The Chairman. in moving the adoption of 
the report and accounts for 1924, expressed 
his pleasure at being able to hold the annua! 
meeting earlier this year, while the Board 
were hopeful that in future they might meet 
shareholders earlier im the year. 


BALANCE SHEET—INCREASING 
PROFITS 


Dealing with the balance sheet, the 
Chairman said he trusted he had given the 
shareholders the same measure of satisfaction 
as it had the Board. It showed a gross profit 
of £241,350, and a net profit of £225,610, as 
compared with £77,861 for the year 1923, 
and £30,229 for 1922. With the profit 
balance brought into the accounts from the 
previous year there was available a sum of 
£331,264, and from that the Board had 
written off the whole of the balance of pre- 
liminary expenses of £80,709, and had 
created a reserve against sundry minor assets 
of £29,000, leaving a sum of £221,554 to be 
carried forward to the current year. The 
sum of £500,166 (including the already men- 
tioned amounts of £80,709 and £29,000) had 
heen written off for depreciation during the 
year from the accounts of the Phenix Com- 
pany and those of the allied companies, which 
was a substantial provision. 


SUBSTANTIAL LIQUID ASSETS. 

At the end of 1924, in spite of the heavy 
capital expenditure during the year, the 
liquid assets amounted ta £467,000, consist- 
ing of cash and bills receivable and stocks of 
oil and products, and also a realizable invest- 
ment. fe needed hardly to say that to-day 
the liquid assets of the company were’ 
missi) greater than they were in either of 
the two preceding years. The Board con- 
sidered it no mean achievement to have al- 
ready reached the dividend position in spite 
of the readjustment of gramme caused by 
the absorption and development of the 
Roumanian Consolidated and ‘Orion’? Com- 
panies. 


PROGRESS AND ORGANIZATION, 

he Phamix Company was making steady 
progress in the production of crude oil, for 
whilst in 1923 a figure of 105,259 tons was 
reached, and in 1924 the total output was 
187,904 tons, for the first six months of the 
present year the figure was nearly 136,000 
tons. e footage drilled in 1924 was 62,991 
feet, but for the first six months of the pre- 
sent year they had drilled 57,251 feet. 
The three refineries which they acquired were 
now efficiently occupied and it seemed likely 
that with increasing production they would 
be utilized to ‘their full capacity, and they 
were enlarging the lubricating oil plant at 
the Orion refinery, the demands being re- 
ceived for this product having considerably 
increased. The distribution business estab- 
lished by the company for the sale of its 
products in Central Euro was extending 
and progressing satisfactorily and was produc- 
tive of undoubted benefits. lo-day the 
Phenix Company was actively engaged in 
all branches ot the petroleum industry, since 
they produced crude oil, refined it into the 
various products, and sold them to con- 
sumers—wholesale and retail—through their 
own Organization. The distributing trade 
which they were doing in Roumania itself 
had developed satisfactorily during the past 
year, and there was an increasing demand 
there for all products. ‘The company readily 
sold all they had available, and their stocks 
in Rowmania were consequently low. 


FIELD OPERATIONS—SANGUINE 
EXPECTATIONS EXCEEDED. 

The company’s operations on its various 
fields still fufther convinced the directors in 
their belief in the oil-producing potentialities 
of the lands possessed. The Moreni field had 
continued during the past six months to give 
the results they had experienced in the past, 
while a new oil source had recently been dis- 
covered there which appeared likely to greatly 
prolong the productivity of that field, 

But, perhaps, the most important develop- 
ment in the jast six months was that on the 
field of Gura-Ocnitei, where they had now six 
wells either completed or about to be, while 
six more were in hand. Those wells, which 
had entered the oil sands, had already given 
remarkable results, and fully justified the 
BAN opinion originally formed oí the 
field. 

Meantime, while the total production of oil 
had not been great owing to plugging, this 
area looked like being one of the company s 
most prolific fields. It was a source of satis- 
faction to the Board that they had room for 
drilling a large number of wells there and on 
the adjoining added area, which the Govern- 
ment was about to cede to them. 

In the Runcu fields they had continued to 
experience the same satisfactory results as 
heretofore.. One well had proved to be quite 
extraordinary, coming into production in 
February, flowing at the rate of 200 tons 
daily, increasing to 1,000 tons, and since July 
2nd had continued flowing at between 200 to 
500 tons daily. 

It was ennecessary, added Sir Edward, to 
go into the details of the company’s operations 
on its many other fields, but the shareholders 
could be assured that the development was - 
being carried on consistently and in the best 
interests of the company. 


THE PH@NIX AND GOVERNMENT OLE 
NDS 

At the last meeting he referred to the 
Government reserve lands, and he was pleased 
to state that notification had now been re- 
ceived that the company had been allotted 
three perimeters of State reserve oi! lands at 
Moreni North, Gura-Ocnitei and Ochiuri. The 
final settlement of the regulations were now 
being concluded, and the rd hoped that in 
a few weeks they would find themselves. 
through one of their allied companies, in com- 
plete possession. From the development of 
those perimeters they looked forward to obtain- 
ing results of a satisfactory nature, while the 
extension of their lease at Gura-Ocnitei, when 
pes would place that area on the same 

is as the new perimeters in regard to 
length of the life of the lease, etc.  In- 
cidentally, he (Sir Edward) added that the 
ewe of these new leases should prove 
mutually satisfactory to the Roumanian 
Government and the company. 


THANKS TO THE STAFF. 

After expressing the sincere thanks of the 
Board to the staff of the Phoenix and allied 
companies, the Chairman said that inasmuch 
as the dividend-paying stage of the company’s 
career had been reached, he regretted to sav 
that Mr. A. R. Cornrich, who was responsible 
for the organisation of the company. from its 
inception and who had devoted the greater 

portion of his time to its interests, now 
felt he could no longer devote such time to 
the company's affairs, and was retiring from 
the position of “nape manager. The share. 
holders should reminded of the debt the 
company owed to Mr. Cornrich, particularly 
in connection with the amalgamation of the 
Roumanian Consolidated and Orion Com- 
panies, with them, which absorptions had im- 
proved their prospects beyond anything that 
was possible before the amalgamations took 


place. 


THE DIVIDEND AND THE OUTLOOK. 
In conclusion, the Chairman said that the 
Board was gratified to find themselves in the 
position of declaring their maiden dividend. 
The profits earned in 1924 were in themselves 
sufficient to have provided a dividend, but 
the Board thought it more desirable, in the 
interests of ensuring the soundness. of the
